Hundreds Of Axis

Another ex; mple is that of tire 
ex-German Hanover, which became 
a British aircraft carrier and. as 
HMS Audacity, was responsible foi 
protecting Allied convoys and de­ 
stroying a number of German sub- 
marin \s and bombers 
Probably 
the strangest

these seized ships is that of the 
Italian vessel. Felice, built in G er­ 
many more than 30 years ago for 
a Germ an shipping company.

STRIP MINING 
IS DISCUSSED 


Slippery Rock Attorney T ells 
About Problem Affecting 
Local District 


Attorney George Kies ter, of Slip­ 
pery Rock, who has made a study 
of the strip mining problem as it 
pertains to the coal industry va. 
the guest speaker of the New Castle 
Rotary Club a t its noon luncheon 
meeting, Monday, in The Castleton. 
Attorney Kiester was introduced 
by Judge W. Walter Braham, who 
j stated that the problem was be- 
j coming a grave one, and is being 
taken cognizance of by the Greater 
New Castle Association, which has 
appointed a committee on the m at­ 
ter. Many fire properties are being 
turned upside down in this mining 
process, which becomes useless as a 
result, for many years to come. 
Attorney Kiestc i Gated that the 
strip mining method of getting out 
coal came into use about 1913 in 
Indiana and Illinois, and has made 
considerable progress, until today 
one ol the largest machines made 
for this purpose is now in use be­ 
tween Slippery Rock and Mercer. 
Here a giant power .shovel with 
a 
boom 168 feet long, wil strip soil to a 
depth of 55 feet and will remove 
32 cubic feet (J earth at one bite. 
Not only In the property 
being 
stripped, destroyed, but the "spoil 
bank" where the refuse is dumped, 
covers additional good ground, and 
decreases the value of surrounding 
properties.
